The fall in the water level in re- 
cent years has varied from lbout six 
inches a year to over five fect. Lon-

outstanding success there would have been a deficit. 


The mecting opened with an ex. 
pression of sympathy to the Roman 
Church in the loss of its leader, and 
with prayers. : 

In the course of his report, the 
Dean said: During the past year the 
Sunday Schools have been short of 
teachers -und ef equipment. The 
number of pupils at Hippy Valley 
hos remulned constant, at the Cathe 
dral Kindergarten it has increased, 
in the Senior School it has diminish- 
ed. About six fenchers have left the 
Colony and have not been replaced. 
T have usually taken the line that it 
Is better to have no Sunday School 
than one with teachers who present 
an inadequate or false presentation 
of Christianity. It Is of vital im- 
portunce that the children’ who are 
growing up and who are te be the 
future members of the church, should 
not have to unleurn in later Ife 
things what they have been taught 
us children, and it is of even greater 
Importance that those who teach 
should show to the children that they 
consider this task one of privilege 
and high vocation. I have not, there- 
fore, asked people to teach in any 
ensual way, but I would Ike to 
ensure that there are-some men and 
women who are willing to give their 
time and energy to fit themselves 
for thls great task. - 

One ‘of the most promising events 
among young people Js the formation 
of the Cathedral Scout troop under 
the direction of Mr, Wilby. Its 
keenness and enthusinsm fs already 
shown ond recruits will find the new 
Cathedral troop a very happy ex- 
perience. 

Discussion Group 

The Discussion Group which car- 
yies on the work of the Training 
Group has had rather a chequered 
career. Ets numbers increased large- 
ly till it was almost unwieldy as a 
discussion group; and then owing to 
postponements in November and De- 
cember and the fact that we did not 
have a convenient mecting place, the 
numbers have dropped. 

During 1938, 36 people were con- 
firmed. The numbers presenting 
themselves this year show a great 
reduction amongst the young people, 
thouzh the number of adults is con 
stant. The Corporate Communion 
of the Fellowship on the third Sun- 
day of the month has remained 
steady, The number of communi- 
cants at Christmos and Easter has 
shown an improvement on the pre- 
vious year, 

An experiment 
during the summer, 
sony at 8.30 p.m., and judging by the 
Increase in numbers it was fully 
justified. Since October we have 
fone back te 6.30 p.m. We have re- 
vived the idea of a short social hour 
Inthe Cathedral Hall after the even- 
ing Service, . 

The work of the Choir is always 
made difficult by tho changing per- 
sonnel, and both, last year and this 
a large number are Ienving or going 
on Jeave, and we need new recruits. 
Our Organist, Mr. Lafford, has 
finished his’ term of office and Ig 
leaving the Colony next month to 
take up new work. Mr. Best, who 
was Secretary for very many years, 
left last year and Mr. Fruen who 
succecded him goes. this year. Mr, 
Baines fs helpng to select n new 
organist whom we hope to have with 
us within the next few months. 

Women’s Organisations 

My attempt to unify the work of 
the women's organisations has suc- 
ceeded, but not quite in the way that 
I'had hoped. The members of the 
Women's Guild who in the past have 
done such great service ‘to the Cathe- 
dral, have continued thelr work and 
Increased their scope under their new 
name of “The Women's Fellowship.” 
Lady Pollock has been able to under- 
take ogain the care of the cleaning 
and decoration of the Cathedral, and 
the gardens of the compound, : 

While there is such need for re- 
fugees and hospitals the Fellowship 
is meeting twice a week, the morn- 
Ing session belng solely’ o working 
party, Their great contribution dur- 
ing the past year was to the Cathe- 
dral Fete, and the splendid financial 
result and the great happiness of the 
event itself must have been a grent 
encouragement to them. In this con- 
nectlon we ore most grateful pot only 
to.the Women’s Fellowship but to 
everyone who helped and contributed, 
We are sorry to record the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Baskett, whose untiring 
efforts in previous years have made 
it possible for the Fellowship to 
achieve so much. « 

The Servers’ Guild hos a very im- 
portant part to play, and the majority 
of the Servers have done their work 
splendidly and are an efficient -body 
of young men. 

The Editor of the Review, Pro- 
fessor Forster, was on leave last year

The Y.W.C.A, {ree night schools 
for Industrial girls held thelr prizo- 
giving in the great hail of tho St.

There are four of these night 
schools run by the ¥.W.C.A. for fuc- 
tory girls, who have to carn their 
diving in the’ daytime by — making 
torches, rubber shoes, cigarettes and 
by weaving cloth and rattan baskets. 
Situnted at’ Sai Ying Pun, Wanchal, 
Causeway Bay ond Shaukiwan, these 
schools not only provide the girls 
with un clementary knowledge of the 
“three R's," but also of practical 
hygiene and domestic sclence. The 
girls are so Ikeen in thelr studies that 
they are not anxlous for even one 
night's holiday. They ‘look forward 
above all to the weekly mectings of 
their own clubs, known us the “Light 
of Friendship Society.” Each school 
has its own club, and it is“ through 
its activities that the ‘girls are given 
ample opportunities - for  solf- 
expression, leadership and character 
training. They conduct their own meet- 
ings, at - which they have singing, 
dramatics, discussions, gnomes, cook- 
ing, sewing or Mandarin classes, and 
organise thelr own outings and soclal 
service corps. : 

At this tlme of national emergency, 
nothing satises them more than 
learning First Aid, helping with. 
Flower Days, making warm clothing 
for the wounded, and using their 
hard-earned wages to buy Liberty 
Bonds, us they, too, want to.do their

STOLEN PROPERTY 
_ Five Chinese On Trial 
Kor Possession — 


The armed robbery of a juni in Chinese waters on January 25, 
had a sequel at the Criminal Sessions yesterday when five Chinese 
were charged with possession of stolen proporty, before the Chief 


Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor. 


Accused were Hul Kam-ho, Hui 
Cho, Hul) Kau, Ng Ching-fule and 
Tsoi Chikeshul, and the charge 
upainst them was possession of 320 
cuttles af pewter, 150 cattics of rice, 
1 catties of ground nuts, two fell 
huts and several pleces of clothing, 
knowlng them to have been stolen 
outside the Colony. 

The following comprised the Jury: 
Messrs. M. N. Rakusen (Foreman), 
Cheunzt Kamechuen, R, Abraham, G. 
Chan,. Kwok Ho-lun, E. A. Ribeiro 
cund J. H. d’Almeida, 

Prosecuting, Mr. J. Whyalt, Crown 
Counsel, said that some of his wit- 
nesses hnd returned to Chinese ter- 
rilory, and asikcd hls Lordship for 
permission to have thelr depositions 
taken at the Magistracy, read out 
afterwards, These witnesses, Coun- 
sel added, had been Iiving in Castle 


Poak since their arrival after the] 


robbery, and were fed by the police 
aus they had no occupation. They 
returned to Po On Village about 
eight days arto, 


“Apparently they had not been 3 


fet well cnough,” . remarked his 
Lordship in grunting the applica~ 
tlon, subject to proof that they had 
in fact Ieft tho Colony and had not 
_ been seen again, 

Mr, Whystt then went on to say 
that on January 24 the junis set sail 
for Hongkong from Tale Cheong 
village, Tung Koon district, with ao 
crew of five and seven passengers, 
who had with them o cargo ranging 
from salt water grass to pewter.

i Victlms Bound 

Four of .the robbers boarded the 
passenger junk and ordered the oc- 
cupants to their own vessel, whero 
they were tied up and forced into 
the hold. After having transferred 
the cargo, the robbers told their 
victims to get bacle to thelr juni, 
ogain tying them up and forcing 
them into the’ hold. ; 


Shortly after the robbers had de- 
parted, the victlms managed to free 
themselves, and. on going up on deck 
they noticed the raiding junk dis- 
appearing in the. direction of Deep 
Bay. They set suid for Castle Peak, 
and on arriving there the following 
morning, three of them went.to the 
police station ond made a report, 

A police launch with some of the 
victims on board went to Deep Bay, 
where a junk on which were the 
five accused, was found, The aoc- 
cused were identified by the victims, 
and on thelr junk were found the 
articles mentioned in the charge. 


The accused were’ subsequently 
token to the Pingshan Police Station, 
where they were charged with un- 
lawful possession of a felt hat. Some 
of them denied they had anything to 
do with the article, while others 
replied they had nothing to say. At 
the Magistracy, the first, third, fourth 
and fifth accused said they were 
forced to commit the robbery by the 
other members of the gang. 

Chan Sal, farmer, of Tung Koon 
district, and Chu Hau, one of the 
crew of the junk, sald that the rob- 
bers were armed with four shotguns 
und five rifles. Followlng a report to 
the police, they were taken in a 
launch to Derm Bay, where they 
found the accused. : 

Both witnesses added that some 
of the victlms returned to their 
village about cight days ago, 

Evidence of arrest was piven by 
Constable Pau Kam-kan, Sergeant

Good Manners 
AN EXAMPLE of international 
good mamers ia the apreemett, 
approved by Great Britain yeater- 
day, regarding the defence of the 
Aland Islands, which lie midway 
between Fintand and Sweden. 


According to a brief “Reuter’ 
message, Great Britain approves in 
principle the partial fortification of 
the islands by these two countries, 

The islands are inhabited by a 
Swedish-speaking population — and 
until taken by Russia from Sweden 
in 1808 had always been. Swodiah, 
When Finland recovered its in- 
dependence at the end of the Great 
War, the Aland Islanders asked the 
League of Nations to return them 
to Sweden, This was denied, and 
Sweden accepted the verdict. Nor 
has she since tricd to alter it on the 
grounds that a “minority” exists on 
the islands. In pre-War days, or if 
a totalitarian State were Involved 
instead of Sweden, the issue would 
still be a. typleal case for war, an 
Memel is to-day, 


The League decreed that the Is- 
neutral, 
The inhabitants were to be exempt 
from military service and be given 
local self-government. The League 
itself promised that no one would 
trespass. 


This idyll did not last. As.the 
League grew weaker and the respect 
for post-war trenties dwindled, the 
situntion of the islands grew more 
precarious. They are not threaten- 
ed by Sweden or Finland, which 
may have some claim to them, but 
by other neighbouring countries. 
They were like a vacuum in tho 
naval situntion, an air hole in the 
atecl frame which kept up the 
balance in the Baltic. In the event 
of war any Power could land troops 
and guns, set up naval basea and 
alr fields, 


Instend of taking independent 
action on the ground of national 
self-interest or any dther standard 
excuse, Finland firat approached 
Sweden. Together these nations 
agreed that the islands may bo for- 
tified, and that the nations should 
be trained to help defend them- 
selves, But before this has been put 
into action all the signatory powers 
as well os the Lengue have been 


T Is an old story that Arctic 
explorers after some time 
get so tired of ench other 
that they cannot bear the 
sight of their fellows and often 
go mad because of no reason.

Threat of Great War 


Never have international relations 
heen more demoralized, Never hay 
national self-interest been more 
cpenly  firasping. Never has the 
soverelin state given more proofs cf 
tinmorality. Never has-the threat of 
World-wide war been more im- 
minent, 

The years 1928-1932 were the preat 
days of disarmament. We were told 
urmaments  threatencd the world 
with bankruptey and with war, The 
Vreaty of Versailles cisarmed Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and ‘furkey 
and promised the reduction of arma- 
ments by other natlons. This 
promise, in spite of Disarmament 
Conference was never kept. Now 
we are in the Age of Rearmument. 

The term Rearmament was first 
applied to Germany in 1935, when 
Hitler denounced the disarmement 
cluuses of Versailles and set out to 
make the Relch the greatest military 
power in Europe. In 1011, the 
world's military expendituce was 
$3,500,000,000. By 1932, the end of the 
disarmament period, it was $3,700,- 
000,000. By 1939, ft has reached the 
stupendous’sum of $17,500,C00,000 on 
increase of over 400 per cent.

Major Reed’s Attempts 
in Now Territories 


Since he awakened the Rotary Club 
{In December, 1937, with his opinfons 
on how agriculture in the New 
Territories could be Improved, Major 
Howard S. Reed, agricutural expert 
and former adviser to many fovern- 
ments, his been practising what he 
preached on the island of Ma Wan, 
near Lantao, where he has duilt a 
comfortable house and’ started, among 


| other things, an attempt to Improve 


Hongkong's plas, by importing 
well-bred arlmals from America. 
Major Reed, who has had long ex- 
perience as a farmer and stock raiser. 
in America, wos one of the ploncers 
of the development of Imperial 
Valley, on the Texas-South Callfornla 
border, said to be the largest 
irrigated farm area in the world, 

In 1937 Major Reed wos farming in 
Mexico but lost his property in the 
expropriations by the Mexican’ Gov- 
ernment and, having knowledge of 
China gained in 1926-7 while making 
a survey of raw materials there, de- 
elded to go to Hainan Island to start 
farming. Arriving In Shanghai Just 
before the start of the hostilities, he 
was Invited to be adviser on agricul- 
ture lo the Chinese government and 
spent some months in the north. He 
then came to Hongkong, where he has 
decided. to make his permanent home. 
Since estabushing his farm at. Ma 
‘Wan, Major Reed has been co-opernt- 
ing with the New Territories Agricul- 
tural Society. 

Major Reed's idea: of improving 
New Territories parkera [ts to exe 
change well~bred stock for the in- 
bred native sires, which could be 
disposed of to bulchers. 

As a_result of his experiments 
Major Reed is convinced that he can 
secure a $0 per cent, improvement In 
pigs nt the first crossing, and with 
poultry, at the first crossing can gnin 
50 per cent. improvement in weight 
and 100 per cent. In egg-laying 
capacity,

Medical Head 


The number of cases of Tubor- 
culosis reported In tho first raturn 
since the disease was made notifiable 
was 573, declared the Director of 
Medical ‘Sorvices (Hon. Dr. Selwyn- 
Clarke) at the Urban Councll yes- 
terday when delivering repiles to 
questions by Mr. W. N. Thomas Tam 
on the Government's action. Dr. 
Selwyn-Clarke sald this return, was 
from Junuary 24 to February 3. 

Mr. Tam's questions were: 

. With reference to the inclusion of 
tuberculosis among ~ notifiable - dis- 
enses, wi} the Chairman kindly 
state: 

(1) the reasons which have Ied 
Government to take such a step, 

(2) the policy which Government 
Intends to -pursue -In - dealing .with 
this discase, and 

(3) whether It. is proposed in this 
connection to enforce the provisions 
In the Quarantine and Prevention of 
Disease Ordinance, 1930 relating to 
Infectious Disense, particularly those 
provisions contained In Part III of 
Ordinance No. 7 of 1936 concerning 
Disinfection, Isolation and. Entry for 
Search, Examination and Detention?” 


The Death Roll 


On behalf of the Chairman, Dr. 
Selwyn-Clarke replied: 
1, Tuberculosis is one of the 


-| principal causes of death in Hong- 


kong, nearly 5,000 deaths being 
registered, jin 1938. In order to 
ascertain the real extent of the 
problem from the publlc health 
standpoint, -it is necessary to obtain 
tellable informution regarding the 
actual incidence of the disease in the 
community, 

The effect of making Tuberculosis 
a notifiable discase 1s to secure the 
notification by registered medical 
practitioners of all caseg of Tuber- 
culosis which come: under thelr 
notice. ‘This provides the Health 
Authorities with valuable, informa- 
tlon relating to the ape-sex dis-~ 
tribution, occupational incidence, 
state of nutritlon, housing and 
sanitary ‘conditions, etc. which can 
be utilised to good purpose in 
devising preventive measures, 

It also enables the Health Author!- 
tles to take whatever steps may be 
necessary In spectal cases in regard 
to the segregation of infectious cases 
from infecting healthy persons, 
medical examination of contacts with 
cases, and in the disinfection of 
premises, wae 

2, It is too carly yet to Indicate 
the policy which, Government intends 
to pursue, since this will be de- 
pendent upon the results attending:

The water supply of the County of 
Loudon from underground sources $5 
the subject of a report In connection 
with the géological survey of Britain 
published recently, 


The rcport shows that the level of 


andeground water which feeds near-|. 


ly 500 wells contributing 11 to 12 
per cent. of the supply in the County 
of London $s falling at a rate which 
is likely to Increase, 

The fall in the water Icvel in re- 
cent years has varled from about six 
inches n year to over five feet. Lon- 
don stands on gravel benenth which 
is clay from 300 . to 430 fect deep. 
Then come beds of sand and below 
them is o huge chalk reservoir from 
575 feet to 655 fect in depth, 
is the chicf ‘source of 
water supplied, 

The fall Im the water level had led 
to the polution of certain wells which, 
though small, {s likely to spread, 

The general conclusion of the re- 
port is that the fal! will probably 
reach the base of upper chalk in 
many parts of London during the 
present gencration. The sinking of 
wells [In the surrounding country has 
reduced the quantity of water which 
would otherwise have travelled to- 
wards the centre of London. 

Extensive bullding has decreased 
the catchment area, and improved 
drainage has. deereased the amount of 
water absorbed into the lower 
strata.

The publication of the terms of a 
private. bill, which Mr. Eric Louw, 
the Nationalist M.P., proposes to _In- 
troduce in the next session of Par- 
Ilament, hog caused great surprise 
and indignation. 

The bill proposes to, prohibit the 
entry Into South Africa for perman- 
ent residence of “all persons of 
Jewish parentage,” ; including, y< 
parently, natural British-born sub- 
jects, It refuses permits even for 
temporary sojourn to any alicn whose 
passport provides that he is to Jose 
bls nationality, or does not permit his 
re-entry into the country issuing the 
passport, 

; the bill provides for. a registra. 
{lon card of all aliens at present in 
the Union. 

- This is the first openly discrimina- 
fory measure against Jews to be In- 
tyodueed Into the South African 
Parliament, and departs from the 
principle pf the Aliens Act, in which 
wl aliens are. treated alike. 

Though it is unlikely that Parlla- 
ment will accept the bill the debates 
will rally votes to the Nationalist 
party during the Bethal and Pretoria 
City’ by-elections *next month,

It Registers How 


. Butter — 


QUSEWIVES often make observa-\ 


tions on the “spreadability” of 
butter on cold mornings. 
_ So do the selentists, but they have 
instruments to make the observations 
for them. 

One of the unexpeeted sights at the 
Physical Society's Exhibition of 
Setentific Instruments at Imperlal 
College, South Kensington, is a scien- 
tist patting butter, 

On one side of him is Dr. Dorothy 
Wrinch with her “lobster-pot” model 
of a molecule of protein. On the 
other a Van de Graaf rencrator, no 
Hlgher than a desk, but capable of 
producing 250,000 volts. 

The butter duly patted is placed 
under nn Instrument, which gives a 
measure of, its. “spreading capacity." 

Another exhibit of the Natlonal 
Institute for Research in Datrying is 
an appuratus for measuring the 
“clastle properties of cheese curd.” 
Actually it is for measuring instinct. 


Hitherio the .cheese-maker has 
pressed the cheese at various stages, 
and has known by instinct how it is 
“coming on.” Now the scientists are 
reducing ‘the “sixth sense? of the 
cheesemaker to a scientific formula, 

In another corner of the research 
room Professor J. D. Bernal, In on 
improvised dark rocm, showed me 
how the X-ray structure of crystals 
has been made visible for the first 
time. 

This exhibition staggered me. The 
advanees in the manufacture of 
scientific instruments for cvery con- 
eeivable’ purpose have been ro gredit 
that three floors of the Imperlat 
College are needed to house the in- 
struments, 

And the interest amcng_ scientists 
ts so intense that {t was almost Im- 
possible to move through the exhibi- 
lion roonis. 

Science marches on—but . It ought 
to have linhts to regulate the trafic,

Good Manners 

A® EXAMPLE of international 
xood manners is the agreement, 

approved by Great Britain yester- 

day, regarding the defence of the 


Aland Islands, which lie- midway 
hetween Finland and Sweden. 


According to a brief “Reuter” 
message, Great Britain approves in 
principle the partial fortification of 
the islands by theee two countries. 

The islands are inhabited by a 
Swedish-speaking population and 
until taken by Ruasia from Sweden 
in 1809 had always been Swedish. 
When Finland recovered its in- 
dependence at the end of the Great 
War, the Aland Islanders asked the 
League of Nations to return them 
to Sweden. This was denied, ‘and 
Sweden accepted the verdict. Nor 
has she since tried to alter It on the 
grounds that a “minority” exists on 
the islands, ‘In’ pre-War days, or if 
a totalitarian State were involved 
instead of Sweden, the issue would 
still be a typical case for war, ‘ns 
Memel is to-day, 


The. League deereed that the is- 
lands should be° forever noutral. 
The inhabitants were to be exempt 
from military service arid be given 
local self-government. The League 
Itself promised that no, one would 
trespass. : : 


This idyll did not last. As the 
League grew weaker and the respect 
for post-war treaties dwindled, the 
aituntion of the Islands grew more 
Precarious, They are not threaten- 
ed by Sweden or Finland, which 


may have somo claim to them, but}

Prof. Lauten-Schlager’s Address 


. To Peace Pledge Union 


CHRISTIANS & PACIFISM 


“The greatest evil in war is: not the wrecked citics, but 


what It does to the souls of men. 


It fills whole populations with

These remarks were part of the address by Prof. 8. Lauten- 
Schlager at the weekly meeting of the Hongkong Group of the 
Pence Pledge Union at the Challenge Book Shop yesterday. The 


talk was entitled “Pacifism and 


Prof. Lauten-Schlager sald: 
Perhaps «a better subject for what 
“YT ams poling to say would be 
“"Christantty and the Present World 
Order.” Ideally speaking, Christlans 
all belfeve that the war-system is 
contrary to the Will of God ‘and 
Anti-Christian. Christians can never 
agree with the fascist claim that war 
ia inevitable, beautiful and enobling. 
The Christlan religion oims at the 
redemption, salvation and exaltation 
of personality. War exploits and 
destroys personality. 

The greatest evil In war is not the 
wrecked cities, nor even the war 
dead. The greatest evil is what it 
does to the souls of men. It fils 
whole populations with _fear and 

. hatred. Modern war iy mass war, 
We may not believe in the totalitarian 
state, but we -cun not prevent the 
next war being a totalitarian war, 
Modern war Includes all, brutalizes 
all, and fnaliy crushes the defeated 
fue with peace treaties, which mate 
the next war Inevitable.” The war 
system and the Christian consclence 
cannot live in peace together, 

There are four different atlitudes 
which Christians take toward war: 

First, there are those who believe 
that us citizens they are obliged and 
duty-bound to obey — their govern- 
ment Jn all) matters. When war 
comes, the Christian must obey his 
fovernment, right or wrong, and the 
responsibility and guilt, if there is 
any, belongs to the government, 

Second, there sre those who say 
il war Js wrong, and that there is 
no greater evil than war which ean 
be prevented by war. Right. or 
wrong, they wonnot support thelr 
Kovernment ina war, These are the 
absolute pacifists, 


Victims of Aggression 


Third, there are those who would 
only fight in a defensive war, in a 
war in which thelr own country was 
invaded or perhaps to defend another 
country clearly the victim of eperes- 
sion, They would make their own 
conscience and not their govern= 
ment, the judge of who the REP Os= 
sor ts, for all. governments koing to 
war Geelare the enemy the ngpressor, 
The, Problem of aggression Is com- 

. Alicated but not so dimeult as it may 
scem on the surface, The: nation 
whose - military forces “attack or 
occupy the territory of another nation 
is the aggressor. There mnry be pro- 
vocition but these anti-agyression 
Christlans &enerally agree that ne 
Provocation justifies attack by mili- 
tary forces, ns there are now many 
other ways to deal with = in- 
Justices, namely, mediation, arbitra- 
tion, the World Courts, the League 
of Nations and International con- 
ferences. A nation which refuses 
these. solutions — fs clearly the 
aggressor, 

Fourth, are those, who would only 
fight if an international tribunal or 
some higher court declared @ nation 
an aggressor, These people re- 
Pudinte fighting as soldiers in a 
national army, but they would fight 
as policemen in a world police-force, 
to resist’ or: ‘to punish the [aw- 
breakers, who make wir. They ad- 
Vvocate a world government and the 
outlnawry of war, Then war would 
be banditry ond the nation that 
went to wir contrary to the decision 
of the world #overnment, would be 
an outlaw. No one nation could, ag 
in present wars, be the Judge, ac- 
euser and executioner, all In onc. 

These people do not believe that 
force can be entirely abolished be- 
tween nations anymore than it can 
within the state, but they do belleve 
that the anarchy of the modern war 
system can and must be abolished.

ty repudiated war. 1 wrote, lectured 
and raised money to take Checloo 
University good-will students to 
Japan. I did not believe the world’s 
youth could be militarized ogaln, 
The world had become Intelligent 
enough to know the futility of war. 
Military ~ preparedness only made 
wars greater and more inevitable] 
All wars ended in treaties which 
made the next war more certain. 

I still believe this, If we are only 
strong cnough to defeat an aggressor 
but not good enough to forgive and 
deat justly with him when he Is 
defeated, we not only force -him to 
prepare by foree to break the chains 
we have forged but those very chalns 
make us the aggressor, : = 

I hoped and believed that the 
heace {idea would’ make somewhat 
equal strides in all Jonds, that the 
League of Nations would right all 
wrongs, make  peacefil change 
possible and would protect the 
victims of aggression. Thus the 
causes of war ond the spirit of war 
would disappear. 

In Japan, our good-wil! Uroup was 
told by the Women’s Peace League 
that the peace people were winning 
out. Japan would give up Man- 
churig polltically. She would only 
seek ithe protection of her vast 
cconvmie investment there. In a 
Kreat school, 2,000 Japanese children 
welcomed us by singing anti-war 
songs. Two months after that the 
Japanese army marehed into 
Mukden, 

Jnpan, Italy and Germany have 
suceceded in militarizing thelr youth, 
Fascist Italy openly boasts about her 
conquests in Abyssinia and in Spain 
and talks of the beauty and glory of 
war, Japan has a grent army of 
invasion in China, Germany his 
brutally destroyed a whole race 
which had Hved for centuries in her 
midst. German and Italian support 
his made a civil war possible in 
Spain, which has destroyed over a 
million lives and = which now 
threatens to-destroy the demceratic 
sind. legally — elceted Hovernment of 
Spain. 

Fascist Natlons 

That these — militarized fascist 
notions have at times had cause for 
complaint against: other nations dues 
nol change the fact that they have 
reeenly by militarism trente3 other 
nations much worse than they have 
ever been treated. Grievances are 
made the excuse for Infleting worse 
Injustices than they ever suffered. 

Abyssinia, China, Czechoslovalcia 
and Spain are the proof of what will 
happen in other Parts of the world 
i€ this militarism is not resisted. 
Wilt nat pacifism, which can exist 
only in the democratie states, weaken 
the cause of freedom and of peace 
by handing over whole peoples to 
military violence, to race prejudice 
and to the control of a Philosophy in 
which pacifism cannot be preached 
and much less practlsed? : 

Obsolute pacifism may be ideally 
correct. I) may prefer to live or 
even to die by this ideal rather than 


fo prepare to resist the aggressor by 
military foree, I may even refuse to 
prepare bomb cellars or gas-masks 
to show my absolute opposition to 
war, but if my living ideally will 
prevent some others from living at 
ull or will make It casler for military 
nations to conquer = free pcoples, 
where pacifism can stil! be taught, 
then has not my pacifism extended 
the cause of milltarism in the world? 
This is the problem of paeifism. 

No doubt absolute pacifism could 
defeat an Invading military foc If it 
were practised en masse. But It 
would have to be n pacifism with a 
cross in it all along the line. It 
would mean not non-resistance, but 
non-violent mass resistance on a 
nation-wide scale. It would require 
& moral courage and a disciplined 
sacrifice so great that no people are 
yet capable of it, If not a single 
person helped the invaders, If none 
would buy from them, sell to them, 
nor work for them, the invasion 
would become futife and unproftt- 
able. But it would mean’ starvation 


and prison and torture and death: 


for_ many. Only absolute non- 
cooperation, non-violent resistance 
unto death, our death, would drive 
out the foc and be redemptive as 
well. 


than that. We must prepare for a 
Tong struggle against the war system. 
We must remove the causes of war, 
create a new spirit among men and 
organize the new Institutions which 
can bulid the world of pence. 

The present concept of nations, In 
which cach nation fs sovereign and 
free fo do what Js right In its own 
cyes, and by which nation acta and Jn 
expected to act only in its own 
interest is nt varinnee with the 
Christlan iden that alt men are 
children of God and brothers in 
Christ. A: group of nations all act- 
ing selfishly, and all the sole judge 
of thelr actions, can never be the 
basis for a just and peaceful political 
order. 

The Christian must put human 
interests first. A philosophy which 
demands that we give all to a class, 
a nation ora race and sels up one 
part of humanity ogainst another fs 
not Christian, nor can it schleve 
peace.: Natlonel Totalitarinnism ts 
just the natural and logical oulcoma 
of the Modern Sovereign self-interest 
state. Christianity snys man js a 
man first and a citizen second, but 
nationalism says man is first a citizen 
and second a man. Christianity says 
the state-exists for man ond Nation- 
asm says mon exists for the state, 
If human interests are not put first, 
the all-supreme military states will 
inevitably clash sand involve us in 
war. : 


World Government Necessary 


The modern state can only become 
normal by becoming a responsible 
member of a society of natlons—by 
becoming subject to law. If var fs 
not to stay, the absolutely sovereign 
state must go. There must be some 
kind of a League of Nations, The 
League methed is sound and some 
day must win if humunity {s not to 
fail, The League failed, to the ex- 
tent that it did fail, beeause it did 
not put into force its Provisions ‘o 
right wrongs and to make peaceful 
chanye possible.

But changes made 
by foree encourage force. If just 
and necessary changes have to be 
made by force, farce will also be 
used to make unjust changes, 

Therefore some’ kind of World 
Government {gs necessary to make 
changts possible by law. This world 
Rovernment must have power to 
carry out its decisions. In such a 
toctety of nations indlvidual nations 
must . 7 

a. Surrender the right to be the 
sole judge of their own cause in 
an_ international dispute. 

b. Abandon offensive armaments, 
and delegate police Power to n 
Central International Agency, 

e. Grant to this World Government 
power to facilitate equitable 
change. 

This would not mean the abolition 
of nations, The permanent cultural 
and racial values would be preserved. 
They could flourish better beeause: 
the fear of war would be largely 
removed, .

Threat of Great War 


Never have Internatlonal relations 
been more demoralized. Neyer has 
national sclf-interest been more 
cpenly grasping. Never has the 
sovereign state given more proofs cf 
Immorality, Never has the threat of 
World-wide war been more im- 
minent. 5 . 

The years 1928-1932 were the great 
days of disarmament. We were told 
armaments threntened the world 
with bankruptcy and with war. The 
Treaty of Versailles disarmed Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and Turkey 
and promised the reduction of arma- 
ments by other nations. This 
promise, {11 spite of Disarmament 
Conference was never kept. Now 
we_are in the Age of Rearmament. 

The term  Rearmament was first 
applied to Germany {in 1935, when 
Hitler denounced the dlsarmzment 
clauses of Versailles and sect out to 
make the Reich the greatest military 
power in Europe. In 1914, the 
world’s military expenditure was 
$3,500,000,000. By 1932, the end of the 
disarmament period, ft was $3,700,- 
000,000. By 1939, it hns reached the 
stupendous sum of $17,500,000,000 an 
increase of over 400 per cent. 

The so-called peace efforts have 
not alleged the fenrs, decreased the 
doubts nor lessened armaments. In 
December 1938, France and Germany 
hsiined  non-ageression Pact and 
Von Ribbentrop put a wreath of 
flowers on the grave of the unknown 
toldier In Paris. This was ac- 
companied by Germany inereasing 
her standing urmy fram 14 to 18 
army corps and by additlonal French 
military expenditures amounting to 
2,307,000,000 francs. 


Britain and Italy have recently 


signed the Anglo-Italian Agreement | 2 


end Chamberlain and Halifax visited 
Rome. This is necompanicd: by Italy 
adjusting her whole economy or Re- 
armament ond by a. doubling of Bri- 
lish air .armaments at a cost of 
£200,000,000. From 1936 to 1939, 
British armament expense have risen 
from £122,000,000 *to £320,000,000, 
almost 280 per cent. Japan's military 
expenses’ annually have reached. the 
stupendous sum of .¥65,000,000,000. 


Conflicting Forces 


Physical science brings ug dally 
closer vogether but nationalism, 
racialiym and milltarism drives us 
dally further apart. Politics must 
adjust itself to geography and the 
march of science. The military 
sovereign self-interest state must 
disappear. If we cannot destroy 
extreme nationalism and war, 
nationalism and war will destroy us, 
Sclence has made us into a 
nelghbourhood. It is now Imperative 
for peace people to make this 
relghbourhood Into a brothernood. 

World government is necessary but 
political agencies alone are’ fn- 
sufficient to heal the ills of mankind, 
We ‘need new motives ond new 
attitudes as well os new machinery 
and new methods. We need better 
hearts as well as better channels 
through which to function. We need 
a new spirlt of brotherliness as well 
ms new organised ways to express 
that brotherliness in international 


relations,

SPEAKING at the launching of 
Germany's first post-war 35,000-ton 
battleship, the Bismarck, In) Ham- 
burg to-day, Chancclior Adolf Hitler 
sald, “Six ycars ago, with my acces- 
sion to power, began tho restoration 
of German. armed forces.

HONGKONG. 
FARMS 
Major Reed’s Attempts 
In New Territories 


Since he awukened the Rotary Club 
in December, 1937, with hls opinions 
on how agriculture in the New 
Territories could be improved, Major 
expert 
and former adviser to many govern- 
ments, has been practising what he 
prenched on the tsland of Ma Wan, 
near Lantao, where he has built a 
comfortable house and started, among 
other things, un uttempt to improve 
Hongkong’s pigs, by fmporting 15 
well-bred arimals from America. 

Major Reed, who has had long ex- 
perlence as a farmer and stock raiser 
in Ameriva, was one of the pioncers 
of the development of Imperial 
Valley, on the Texus-South California 
border, sald to. be the largest 
ivrigated farm area in the world. 

In 1937 Major Reed was farming in 
Mexico but lost his property in the 
expropriations by. the Mexican Gov- 
ernment and, having knowledge — of 
China galned in 1926-7 while making 
u survey of raw materials there, de- 
cided to go to Hainan Island to start 
furming. Arriving In Shanghnot just’ 
before the start of the hostilities, he 
wns invited to be adviser on ngricul- 
ture to the Chinese government and 
spent some months in the north. He 
then came to Hongkong, where he hus 
decided to'make his permanent home. 
Since establishing his-farm at Mu 
Wan, Major Reed has been co-operat- 
Ing with the New Territories Agricul, 
tural Society. 

Major Reed's 4dea of improving 
New Territories porkers Is to ex- 
change. well-bred stock for the in- 
bred native sires, which could be 
disposed of to butchers. 

As a result of his experiments 
Major Reed Is convinced that he can 
secure o 50 per cent. improvement in 
pigs at the first crossing, and with 
poultry, at the first crossing can gulp 
50 per cent. improvement in weight 
and 100 per cent. in egg-laying 
capacity. 

In his speech to the Rotary Club, 
Major Reed touched on the question 
of Hongkong’s food supply In cases of 
emergency. He ts of the opinion that 
while grain .can be — stored in 
granaries, the best method of storing 
meat js on the hoof, and he  con- 

siders that the New Territories hills 
c sustain large numbers of cattle to 
be kept for times of emergency.

Two Men Wanted One Girl: Friend 
Faces Jury On Stabbing Charg 


THE STORY of a girl desired by two men and 


the alleged intervention of a 


friend with a knife, was told 


to the Chicf Justice, Sir Atholl McGregor at Criminal 


Sessions this morning when 
with wounding with intent, 


Defendant pleaded not guilty 
to stabbing Leung Yim, 26, in 
Keelung Street on October 28, 
and the following jury was 
empanelled to hear the case: 
Messrs. R. F, Sutherland (Fore- 
man), Loo Yuen-pok, A. Demee, 
H. Lueer, J. J. Alvares, M. M. 
Iffanassicff and A. V, Remedios. 

Mr, J, B. Prentis for the Crown, 
said the story of events began with 
Wont Sau-ying, aged 18, who lived 
with her adopted. mother in Holly- 
wood Road In the beginning of Octo- 
ber last year, 


Aman named Ho Wah lived on the 
same floor, About October 10, the 
nan disappeared and the girl follow- 
ed him, to set up house togethor in 
Kweilin Street. 

+’ Since Ho Wah was unemployed, he 
got the girl a job in an opium divan 
‘In Keclung Street and while there 
she met the victim of the subsequent 
attack, Leung Yim. 

This man took the girl out to res- 
taurants, which Ha Wah could not 
afford to do, and despite the remon- 
strinces of hee lover, the girt packed 
up on October 16 and went olf to live 
with Leung Yim at on address on 
Castle Road. . 

She had left Ho Wah in the 
vlothes she wore but later went back 
to his house to get the remolnder of 

‘her clothes which, however, he re- 
fused to give up. 

DECIDED TO BE REASONABLE 

On October 26, Leung Yim was 
with friends when they accidentally 
encountered Ho Wah outside on 
opium divan and, having previously 
been: introduced, they decided to be 
reasonable ubout the girl ond ict her. 
choose her_partner. 

“"Leune Yim ung the ghd parted 
.trom Ho Wah apparently on rood 
terms, A friend of Leung Yim, 
named Chon Sul, went to the divan in 
Keelung Street the next evening and 
there overheard defendant say “Leung 
Yim took my disciple’s sweetheart 
away." : 

He spoke with defendant, who ex- 
pressed a wish to sec Leung Yim und 
have a conciliatory talk with him, 

The defendant was in the divan 
again on the evening of October 28 
but Chan Sai had not been tible to 
find Leung Yim who, however, came 
in by chance with friends. 

Defendant then accused him of 
offending his disciple and asked for 
$10, 

Leung Yim said he had no moncy 
and went into the street, followed 
by defendant. . 

“The Intter repeated hls demand 
and, recelving, the same reply, drew 
a knife and stabbed: Leung Yim," 
paid Counsel. ; 


Chan Ming was charged 
and maliciously wounding, 


ESCAPED TO MACAO 

The story was differently told of 
subsequent events, the Injured man's 
fricnda stating that. they came to 
help and two of them were slightly 
wounded before defendant made off. 

Leuny Yim was tuken to hospital 
and defendant escaped to Macao, 

When he was arrested on January, 
10, he made a statement that Ho 
Wah had given the girl the clothing 
she demanded and he was entitled 
to compensation from Leung Yim 
fov it. As a friend of Ho Wah, de- 
fendant asked for this In the divan, 
but Leung Yim told him to come into 
the street and there after a few 
words, he was set upon by Leung 
Yim and celght of his friends. In 
Kicking one of his assailants, said 
defendant, he dislodged a knife from 
the man ond with this he attacked 
and wounded three men. Reallsing 
that he had broken the law, he fled 
to Macao. 


Dr, Bee, of the Kowloon Hospital, 
said Leung Yim was in a collapsed 
conditlan when recelved into hos- 
pital, He had a serious wound one 
and oa half inches tong In the Jett 
ribs but left hospital against medical 
advice on November 7, 


GIRL ALLEGES BEATING 

Wong Sau-ying gave cvidence and 
sald that when Ho Wah learned of 
her friendship with Loung—Yim,—ho 
beat and kicked her. 

Leung Yim corroborated the open- 
ing statement up to the time af the 
assault. He sald defendant followed 
him down the stalrs and sald “Why 
do you not give me any face?” 

Witness sald: it did not matter 
whether he did or not and defendant 
then drew out something white and 
stabbed him. 

The Chief Justtee: -Can't you give 
a better description~it might have 
been a soup spoont 

Witness said he thought it was a 
daryer. 

In reply to defendant, witness sald 
he only saw defendant at the fight. 
There may have been. bystanders 
near but none of his friends were 
there, He denied knowledge of de- 
fendant's role of mediator over the 
matter of the clothing, 

Chan Sal, fitter, of Yuchow Strect, 
sald that when = defendant first 
accused Leung Yim.of .talcingg the 
irl away, Leung Yim said she was 
not Important to him and he- was 
prepared to teturn her, Defendant, 
however, said he would want $10 
compensation for the wronz done to 
his friend, 

Witness heard cries of “Save Life” 
and went downstairs where he 
found Leung Yim in pain. Nobody 
else was there,

“ According to a brief “Reuter” 
message, Great Britain approves in 
principle the partial fortification of 
the islands by these two countries. 

The islinds are inhabited by a 
Swedish-speaking population and 
until taken by Rusgits from Sweden 
in 1809 had always been Swedish. 
When Finland recovered ita in- 
dependence at the end of the Great 
War, the Aland Islanders asked the 
League of Nations to return them 
to Sweden. This was denied, and 
Sweden accepted the verdict. Nor 
has she since tricd to alter it.on the 
grounds that a “minority” exists on 
the islands. - In pre-War days, or if 
o totalitarian State were involved 
instead of Sweden, the issue would 


still be n typical case for war, as] 


Mentel is to-day. 


The League decreed that the in- 
lands should be forever neutral. 
The inhabitants were to be exempt 
from military service and be given 
local self-government. The League 
itself promiacd that no one would 
trespass. 


This fdyl! did not last. As the 
League grew weaker and the respect 
for post-war treaties dwindled, ‘the 
situation of the islands grew more 
preearious, They are not threaten- 
ed by Sweden or Finland, which 
may |have some claim to them, but 
by other neighbouring countries. 
They were like a vacuum in the 
naval situation, an alr hgJe in the 
steel frame which kept up the 
balance in the Baltic. In the event 
of war any Power could land troops 
and guns, set up navas bases and 
alr fields. 


Instead of taking independent 
action on the ground of national 
self-interest or any other standard 
excuse, Finland first approached 
Sweden. Together these “ nations 
agreed that the Islands may he for- 
tifled; and that the nations should 
bo trained to help defend thein- 
selves, But before this has been put 
into action all the signatory powers

T 1s an old_story that Arctic 
explorers after some time 
get so tired of each other 
that they cannot bear the 
sight of their fellows and often 
go mad because of no reason.

Tunny enough! But the explorers 
used themselves to be responsible 
for it themsclyes, 

Haven't I read and heard lectures 
from- many such fine travellers, 
always stating how much hardship 
they had been up aralnst? They 
Nad been suffeting from frost and 
gales, snowdrifts and starvations, 
“terrible animals and = frightful 
Eskimos, and much more than 
that, tees : ae 
When I was o small boy I always 
wondered why men, who had 
escaped such perils, always wanted 
to go back there ogain. Because 
they always did! Now I have spent 
most of my Hf on expeditions and 
T still wonder.

I KNOW for myself that I am no big 

hero, and if I had met such con- 
ditions I should have kept out, 
jong distance, too! 

The Arctic explorations of to-day aie 
somewhat different from before. 1 
shall not argue that in past years tray- 
elicrs did have a tough time, but then 
again they did not do much to fight it. 

Read the old books about the English 
expeditions m hundred years ago or 
more. They were all military-organised. 
‘Officers in uniforms in ths cabins, the 
crew living before the mast in horrible 
quarters. And cyerybody tock it for 
granted that a huge percentage would 
die from scurvy during the winter.

In the Are 
tle there always was a fight for the 
upkeep of life. But now we are cap- 
wole of taking a look at what has been 
done in the past, what are we doing 
now, and what the future will be for 
the Arctic.

H. H. Kung, President of the 
Executive Yuan, the National 
Relief Commission will appro- 
priate $100,000 more for the 
relief of the numcrous refugees 
affected by the Yellow River 
flood in north Anhwei.

Over 20 districts in north Anhwei 
have been affected by the disastrous 
flood. The- affected areas includ 
such prosperous cities as Tniho, Fow- 
yang, Yingshuns, Fengyang, Kwwo- 
yang, Hwoldu, Fengtai, and Pohsicn. 

Over 2,500 mow of rich farnhs have 
been swept ‘by the brown muddy 
waters, rendering 1,600,000 people 
homeless and destitute. : 


With the present apprapriation a 
total of more than $800,000 has been 
allotted by the National Relief Com- 
mission for reef purposes in Anhwei 
province, Of this namount, it is 
learned, $689,000 ‘is for the relief of 
war refugees, and the remaining 
portion for sufferers of the Yellow 
River flood.—Central News.

Shanghai. 


“According to witnesses, the Koreans 
and. Chinese were walling towards a 
village when. they. were surrounded 
by the armed gongsters, who beat up 
the Koreans, dragged thelr bodies 
along the road, lugging them by the 
halr, and ‘then shot them at point- 
blank range. a3 

They also dragged the Chinese 
along the road, making him kneel in 
regular execution style before blow- 
Ing out his brains. : 

It Is unconfirmedly reported that 
the gangsters berated the Koreans 
and the Chinese for polsoning Chinese 
with drugs.—United Press,
